T heodoſius having a ſhort time afterwards ed a great yiſory i in Italy 
over the Tyrant Maximus, went to Milan, (where Ambroſe was then Biſhop) 
and as his cuſtom was conſtantly to attend the church, he went thither, but as 
he was about to enter therein, Ambroſe met him at the Door, and reminding 
him of the late dreadful maſſacre at Theſſalonica, refuſed him admittance until 
he had performed that penance which the biſhop thought due for the raſhneſs 
of his crime, and accordingly excommunicated him for eight months; at the 
expiration of which the Emperor returned to the church, where Ambroſe again 
met him, and abſolved him from his excommunication on condition that he 
immediately enacted this law, © That ſentence of death or confiſcation of 
goods ſhould not be executed againſt any perſon until 30 days had inter- 
vened.” The Emperor immediately cauſed the above law*to be written and 


. proclaimed, which he ever after obſerved ; and ſo great was his eſteem for 


Ambroſe, that for the ſake of his friendſhip and advice we MR at Milan 
the remainder of his life.
